More Than Seven Hundred Have 
Passed Three Score and Ten.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—More than 
seven hundred employes in the depart- 
ments here admit that they are seventy 
years of age or Over. Assuming that sev- 
eral have failed to recall the exact date 
of their birth, in the opinion of the heads 
of departments there are really more than 
eight hundred who have lived beyond the 
span of three score and ten.

THE SOLARIUM ON A FINE DAY, 


f a sanitarium for the treatment of tubercu- 
The credit for it belongs primarily to the mem- 
yf the Medica! Board of the Metropolitan Hos- 
Commissioner Keller, and Commissioner Folks. 

The original tuberculosis building is of brick, two 
stories high, each floor being an open ward. It ac- 
commodates about 100 patients, and at present is 
used for women. At first it was used for men, but 
all of the hospitals began transferring their cases to 
us, and another and larger building was fitted up for 
the men. This is a stone building, three stories high. 
Most of it is divided into rooms. In the centré of 
each floor are large alcoves. Each floor can accom- 
modate approximately 100 patients.

In order that the greatest amount of outdoor life 
might be possible, an experimental tent was erected. 
This proved very satisfactory, and now there are 
fourteen of them, twelve for men and two for women.

In cases of wealthy Parsees almost a fortune 
is known to have been given to a child in gold, 
silver, spices, and jewels. 

The sudrah, which strictly means a garment lead- 
ing to the right and profitable path, is made of nine 
pieces of cambric, the joinings of which represent 
each a lesson in morality. This kusti is made from 
snow-white wool, and consists of seventy-two threads 
and the weft of one unbroken thread. The kustis are 
usually made at Navsari, the headquarters of Parsee 
priesthood. According to religious tradition the 
kustis can be made only by females of the priestly 
class, for the sons of priests may marry and yet 
later become priests. The knots of the kusti repre- 
sent the sun and the moon, and the four twists of 
each knot are symbols of the four elements—tfire, 
water, air, and earth. 

There are many other details of the ceremony of 
the Sudrah Kusti, such as the mother blessing her 
child on the threshold, which go to the making of a 
picturesque rite, the quaint charm of which is much 
heightened by the bare-footed priests in their white

his ecclesiastical superior, the Bishop of this diocese. 
In Dr. Rainsford's view, as indeed in Bishop Potter's, 
the Church is,as it was in Matthew Arnold’s, a “ So- 
ciety for the Promotion of Goodness.” Matthew 
Arnold's conception, as popularized in “ Robert Els- 
mere,” by his niece, excited a far wider attention 
than the original version. Dr. Rainsford may not 
be a great ‘pulpit orator.’’ In fact we know that 
some of his sermons are “to the Greeks,” even 
to the clerical Greeks, “ foolishness." But he has 
steadily inculeated this view of ‘“ churchman- 
ship.”” **‘ Whoever wishes to be better, and to help 
make the world better,”’ as he said in one of his ser- 
mons, was a good enough Christian to be admitted to 
St. George's. And the dogmatic requirements he uni- 
formly reduced to the minimum. In his pamphlet 
‘Let Us Anchor Our Churches and Make Them 
Free '"—a plea for endowment—he says: “ We believe 
that we represent the divinest thought of men, and 
the most winning and beautiful life ever known 
among men.” 

That is a broad platform, on which it would be 
difficult for a man to refuse to take his stand, what- 
ever might be his opinions about certain doctrines 
and mysteries. There are doubtless clerical col- 
leagues of Dr. Rainsford who would refuse to admit 
a professor of no more than these beliefs to their 
communions. But the pepular attractiveness of his 
hospitality is attested by the fact that the church 
itself has been as popular under his administration as 
any of its subsidiary and secular organizations. The 
crowded services and the 3,000 communicants of St. 


George’s are at least impressive facts.

Of course the success of a rectorship cannot be 
statistically determined. The real monument of a 
zealous and devoted clergyman Is to be found in the 
hearts of the people who have found in him a help in 
time of trouble and who are not apt to be relating the 
circumstances in public, It is, in truth,

His little, nameless, unremembered acts

But it is not only open to anybody, one may almost 
say that it is incumbent upon everybody, to take no-~ 
tice of the public aspects of Dr. Rainsford’s work. 
Among the 8,000 souls which his administration has 
brought into and kept in” the community of St. 
George's there are a few rich and a great number poor 
—poor in the sense that they earn their daily living by 
their daily toil, and that, in time of trouble, they are 
liable to become dependent on the help of others. It is 
upon persons in this situation that the temptation to 
‘envy, malice, and all uncharitableness’’ is very 
strong. It is they who are liable to desire a division 
of goods in the form of that spoliation of the rich 
for the benefit of the poor which in effect constitutes 
the doctrine of Socialism. Are the parishioners of 
St. George’s as likely as their neighbors who havé 
not undergone their experience to fall victims to these 
doctrines? Every one of those parishioners, of the 
poor majority, knows that he could not enjoy the 
advantages he does enjoy but for the ready aid in the 
benevolent projects of the rector of the parish which 
has been rendered by his more fortunate fellow-coms 
municants. Will a workingman, even of the humblest 
laboring class, he as likely to be found on the side of 
a fierce and envious Socialism if he has been a 
parishioner of St. George’s as if he had been entirely 
neglected by his better-to-do fellow-citizens? Is it 
not, as Mr. Hewitt used to maintain that it was, to 
put it on the lowest possible ground, a cheap form of 
‘social insurance” for a rich man to be connected 
with such a great popular benefaction as that which 
St. George’s Church has been rendering under the 
rectorship of Dr. Rainsford?

In any case, there can be no cavil about the reality 
or the extent of the benefaction.

'Surplus Now Smallest in Years for 
| This Season—Loans Expand as 
Cash Leaves New York. 


During the first week of the current 
month the call money rate was higher 
and the surplus reserves in the banks 
} smaller than during the corresponding 
|; period in any other year since 1899 at 
least. The unusually high interest rates 
which prevailed during the first week of 
; the year have thus been succeeded by 
{rates low in comparison with the year’s 
opening rates, yet higher than is usual 
j}at this season. Call money ten days ago 
loaned at 5 per cent. The highest rate 
| during the first week in February in any 
| One of the previous five years was 38% per 
; cent, in 1908. The surplus reserves of the 
banks at the close of the first week of 
February this year amounted to 1.04 per 
cent. of deposits, compared with 1.64 per 
|} cent., the previous low point for the past 
| six years. 

This comparison gains in interest when 
the fact is borne in mind that during the 
week under consideration the banks lost 
this year over $1,000,000 of cash. ,The de- 
mands from the interior for funds, which 
has been expected to make its appearance 
earlier this year than usual, has not yet 
assumed large volume. At the same time 
there are reasons for anticipating the out- 
| flow of a large amount of money despite 
the relative low position of the reserves 
of the local banks. There is the possibil- 
ity, too, that the movement of funds to 
the interior will be coincident with 
shipment of gold abroad, possibly on a 
llarge scale. The question of gold ex- 
| ports, it is true, presents more uncertainty 

than the probable outflow to the interior, 
}but it must nevertheless be given due 
| consideration in any survey of the mone- 
| tary situation. 

These facts lend particular interest at 
| this time to the course of bank reserves 
j}and money rates during the early months 

of previous years. How far this year’s 

experience will tally with those of other 
|years remains necessarily a matter of con- 
jecture. We have already entered upon the 
| period in which in many years the banks 
| begin to lose cash heavily. The surplus

WAR LOAN RATES. 


Recent Russian Loan at 6% Compares 
with Last Japanese Loan at 4.95%. 


The recent issue of Russian notes 
plaeed in Paris were sold at a price to 
yield the investor 6 per cent. The last 
issue of Japanese bonds placed in Novem- 
ber, 1905, carried 4 per cent. interest, and 
were sold at a price which yields about 
4.95 per cent. to the purchaser of the| 
|; bonds. These offer a striking contrast | 
| to those which govern the first of. the} 
loans put out by the Russian and Japan- 
ese Governments after the two countries | 

had become engaged in war. Russia 
found no difficulty in the beginning in | 
prorane funds at about 5 per cent., | 
while Japan had to sell 6 per cent. bonds | 
| at a discount. The reversal of the credit 
‘of the two Governments is particularly 
| interesting when it is remembered that | 
in tho early stages of the war the Rus-| 
| eian authorities were advancing the claim 
| that whatever else might occur Russia 
would necessarily win the war in the end 
owing to her superior financial strength. 

The advance in the Russian interest 
rate and the decline in the interest paid 
on Japanese bonds for all the external | 
loans sold by either country since Febru- 
ary, 1904, in which month the two coun- 
tries went to war, with the single excep- 
tion of the short-time bonds sold by Rus- 
sia in Germany, are shown in the follow- 
ing tables:

The Russian Proletariat Strike 


volved $500,000,000 Loss. 


Aside from the moral and political ques- 
tions involved, a matter of much interest 
connected with the recent proletariat 
strike in Russia has been the problem of 
the cost of the resultant disturbances in 
terms of money, and upon this matter 
most interesting Hght has been thrown 
by the publication in The London Statist 
of the careful estimate made by Prof. 
Migoulin, one of the foremost economists 
of Russia, who places the direct loss from 
mob disorder at $175,000,000. Prof. Migou- 
lin attributes to the disorders at Baku,

much less. The report states specifically 
that the total of credits opened for the 
prosecution of the war with Japan can be 
estimated at $838,500,000, to which is to 
be added, of course, the $205,000,000 men- 
tioned above, bringing the total cost of 
the war so far as this is acknowledged, 
up to $1,041,000,v00. The Minister states 
definitely that further amounts may be 
added’ to this total when the budgets of 
the different army chiefs in Manchuria 
come to hand. 

In order to meet the estimated expendi- 
tures, including extraordinary items, the 
Minister of Finance has included in his 
estimate of revenue $240,557,000, to be 
secured by means of loans. Treasury 
notes to the amount of $200,000,000 were 
authorized by the Imperial decree of Dec. 
9, 1905, and $50,000,000 of these notes were 
sold a few days ago to French bankers,

There is an interesting legal question in- 
| volved in the current discussion of the re- 
| sponsibility of Directors and Trustees of 
| life insurance.companies and fiduciary in- 
stitutions which may figure largely in 
whatever litigation is instituted to recover 
| life insurance funds misapplied or wasted 
| by the former managements of the com- 
panies that have been under investigation. 
|} This has to do with the fundamental 

rights of the Board of Directors or Trust- 
ees permanently to delegate its powers or 
any of them to officers or to sub-com- 
mittees of its number. 

The situation is brought most clearly to 
view by a comparison of the charter pro- 
visions of the Equitable Life, New York 
Life, and Mutual Life Insurance compa- 
nies relating to the exercise of the cor- 
porate powers of the several institutions. 

Section 4 of the the Mutual 
Lifs Insurance ¢ which is Chap-

tice the committees are organized, may 
be adopted for the ‘transaction of the 
business of the company,” it is held that 
this does not contemplate the delegation 
or corporate powers beyond the language 
of the charter itself. 

In the Equitable Life the charter pro- 
vision even more specific. ‘‘And bf 
| Such officers and agents as they may ap- 
| pcint and from time to time empower” is 
the language. For if committees are 
“agents’’ the legal view is that the 
Directors may confer upon them the cor- 
porate powers only for a limited period, 
and that if; they are not ‘‘ agents” then 
the beard cannot confer on them any cor- 
porate powers at all. 

The practice in all three of the great 
companies, however, as shown by the tes- 
timony of witnesses before the Armstrong 
| Insurance Investigating Committee, was, 
|} under the old régime, to leave practically 
all the corporate affairs in the hands of 
officers and committees, the Trustees meet- 
ing monthly, in the case of the Mutual and 
New York Life, and quarterly in the case 
of the Equitable, to receive reports and 
pass on them. Trustees of the Mutual 
Life told how the Finance Committee had 
many years ago delegated the power once 
conferred on it by the board to fix sala- 
ries upon a sub-committee of its number; 
and this committee was of such ancient 
standing that one of its members had to 
consult the records of the company to 
find out how he got on it at all. 

So a member of the Agency Committee,

pervision of the Agency Department of 
the company’s business,’’ declared that 
; the committee from time beyond memory 
had left the matter of fixing agency con- 
tracts in the hands of the President and 
had ratified his acts without examining 
the contracts. And the Board of Trustees 
at its meetings was content to accept 
} from the oo Committee a report that 
necessarily disclosed nothing of the real 
| state of affairs, inasmuch as the Agency 
| Committee itself dgd not know it. 

A concrete illustration of what this 
means may be obtained from the working 
of the Executive and Finance Committees 
of the Equitable under its former man- 
|agement. The Executive Committee wag 
charged with the purchase and sale of 
securities and with the other details of 
the financial affairs of the society. It 
met three times a week, and its member- 
ship was the same, with a single excep- 
tion, as that of the Finance Committee, 
which, in its turn, was charged with su- 
pervising the transactions of the Execu- 
tive Committee and with approving or 
disapproving its sales. Mr. Schiff was 
the member of the Finance Committee 
who was not on the Executive Commit- 
tee, and he testified that when the com- 
mittee met it simply heard a Ist of sales 
and purchases read as accomplished 
| transactions and passed its approval 

Its minutes, as reported to the Direc- 
tors, contained the information onjy that 
on certain days the sales and purgfiases of 
| securities as reported in the seo@rity rew- 
ister had been approved The minutes 
of the Executive Committee, yoeantime, 
contained only the informatio£# that on 
certain days securities amounting to Bo 
many million dollars were purchased and 
securities amounting to so many million 
dollars were sold. he Board of Direc- 
| tors could form any conclusion it pleased. 
| ‘That the board of the Equitable is now 
| meeting monthly and hearing in detail of 
| the affairs of the society in the interim 
since the last meeting; that the effort is 

being made by some of the Trustees of 

the Mutual Life to bring about similar 
| conditions there; that the New York Life 
| has passed by-laws making payments like 
| those to Andrew Hamilton ‘ by order of 
the Presideft’’ impossible without full 
| knowledge of the board, are indications 
that a great light is being seen. It may be 
expected at least to prevent a little co- 
terie of men, an “inner circle,” as ex- 

President McCurdy of the Mutual put it, 
from shaping the general policy of any 
linstitution where the majority of the 
board asserts itself and demands to have 
full knowledge of what is done, 

And it is at least significant of the trend
